Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: First, the last sentence of the Advisory Action mailed 1 1/25/2005 
was determined to be incorrect and is withdrawn from the record. Second, while Mr. Stevenson and Mr. Gebhard 
stated that the about 1/2% addition of rheology modifier would not affect the scrub resistance measurements and that 
the rheology modifier is only utilized to provide a better comparative test with the same dry coating thickness, the 
examiner maintained that the conclusory statements and opinious fact of Mr. Gebhard in paragraph 5 of the 
declaration filed 11/1 5/2005 would be insufficient to overcome the prior art of record. In particular, evidence or data 
which supports applicant's conclusory statements was suggested. Third, to put the ASTM D2486 (for scrub resistance) 
on the record, it was suggested to attach the ASTM to the amendment in response in the Advisory mailed 1 1/25/2005.. 
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
